It was while sitting in on a 

council meeting of the' Communist- 
dominated International Union of 
Students In Warsaw this summer 
as an observer- for the National 
Federation of Canadian; University 
Students (NFCUS) that Lazure 
heard details of an exchange of 
British and Soviet students effect- 
ed last winter. 

Details of the British-Russian plan 
—under which about 20 student* 
from each country visited the qth'- 
er for three-to-four weeks— were 
explained, by John Thompson, pre- 
sident of the British National Union 
of Students, who was also at the 
Warsaw meeting. 

Lazure sounded out the Russian 
students' delegates to see If they 
were Interested in 'working out a 
ilmllar exchange with Canada. They 
said they were. 

Next step in the story came In 
mid-September when Lazure re- 
ported the results of his conver- 
sations with the Soviet studcrits 
to the annual conference of NFCUS 
at London, Ont. j 

Delegates to the NFCUS confér- 
ence — the presidents of student 
councils and student leaders at 
about 20 Canadian universities' — 
rejected the proposed exchange by 
a 12 to six vote. Chief reason given 
was the "poor publicity" for the 
federation that It was feared would 
result. 

Next month. In October, the an- 
nual conference of the Internation- 
al Student Service of Canada, not 
satisfied that the question had been 
given full ■■ consideration, asked lis 
local committees on all campuses to 
re-open discussion of the project 
among Canadian ^tytudenU «1 «a 
whole.

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This Ailing Generation 



In Time this week appears . an article 
^titled "Portrait of the Younger Generation," 
a «urvey by Time editors of the people in 
every section of the United States between the 
ages of 18 and 28. And a more depressing 
report has probably- never been written on 
'he state of mind of the youth of America. 

The general conclusions Time reaches in- 
icate that American j'outh is "silent, fatal- 
stic, security-minded, conservative, grave, 
morally confused, tolerant of almost anything 
and blaming no one for its troubles." The 
report is, in a sense, a paradox; for its conclu- 
. eions arc' exactly the description one would 
expect of an age group of,old people" who have 
been through the struggle of life, have failed 
to solve the. many prohlems, and having seen 
no solution, are content to wait and let what 
may be. 

A younger generation has usually been, in 
outlook at any rate, a reaction to the previous 
older generation. This one, hnn-.vi.r ««..m. 
to have broken the 
resemblance t 
to be. 

It is a mystery that a -generation of youth 
should be so devoid of positive thinking; so 
utterly unconfident of being able to do any 
better than its elders. v Truc, time has proved. 



again and again, that the evils of the world 
are nob easily cured. Eaeh hopeful genera- 
tion has been forced to admit failure in many 
respects, and has bequeathed to its successor 
as large a burden as it receives. But the hope 
of youth is the bitath of life for any civilisa- 
tion: Stagnation is the first indication of thej 
downfall of any way of living. Perhaps the 
bell tolls,- 

Significantly enough, the report finds that 
youth blames no one for its troubles. Perhnps 
the blame lies' with the older generation for 
attempting so strcr/uously, and apparently so 
effectively to suppress opposing thought; for 
not giving youth the opportunity honestly to 
doubt the institutions that arc held so sacred 
by the older generation nnd for not allowing 
him to resolve these doubts himself. 

The report says: "The most startling fact 
about the younger generation is its silence," 
finds that professors "Cnnnnt get a rise 
out of the dorile note-takers in their classes." 
.And this can be all ton easily expanded to in- 
•n the pattern and there is little. elude newspapers and their' readers. Nothing 
o what younger generations used. would give us more pleasure than to find that 

this report does not apply to McGill students. 
Perhaps students here. will- not be docile but 
will speak up in defence of their own genera- 
tion'. We hope we are not disappointed.

The Reasons for Failure 




In. connection with the Combined Char-, 
itfei Campaign. AOWjn^progrcss On the cara- 
I would like to express *nri opinion. 
The purpose of the campnign is, firstly: 
:ontribute to the vital work of welfare or- 
nixations in the city. The inability of the 
unicipal government to satisfy the needs 
f a community, makes it necessary for- pri- 
vate organizations to administer social ser- 
vices in Montreal. Secondly, thé purpose of 
the campaign, is, in my opinion, to arouse 
in thè college student a mature attitude tôt 
wards contributing voluntarily to welfare 
work. 

In dealing with the first, point, I would 
like to comment on the réport in Thursday's 
Daily concerning the failure of the campaign 
in arousing the students to give in "straight 
contributions." May I suggest two rèasons 
and why it has occurred every, year. 

First, of all, students are .apathetic to- 
wards giving because they arc not aware of 
the vital functions performed by the federa- 
tions to which the campaign contributes. They 
Are not aware, I am sure, that in Montreal 
the job of supporting family welfare 1 
day nurseries, foster homes, community cèn- 
es, and pioneer playground work in all sec- 
ohs of the city, is left to private organiza- 
ms, which depend largely on voluntary, do- 
tions from individuals nf all income brick- 
. If thè student, through increased publicit 
of the functions of" Welfare Federation^

With the equalizing of 
incomes during the last few decades has come 
the equalizing of responsibility towards the 
giving of charity. 

In dealing with the second purpose of the 
campaign, namely, to arouse in the student a 
mature attitude towards giving, I tvould like 
to refer to the retrogressive methods used 
both this year and last year in 'collecting 
money. 1 refer, of course, to raffles, cocktail 
parties, dances, talent shows, etc., which, al- 
though successful ways of raising money, 
should not be used in a university. A uni- 
versity's purpose is to develop mature, intellU 
gent minds, and I can find no way in which 
these methods help to mature a student's at- 
titude' towards giving freely. On the contrarv, 
they encourage him to give only for the sake 
of what he- will get out of it in the form of a 
tangible reward. He is treated as a child, and 
a childish attitude he will retain, unless in- 
structed otherwise. The motive in his giving 
should be to help the cause of welfare, 
and through 'adequate publicity (as in the ense 
of thé Blood Donor Campaign), he should 
be fully aware of such a worthwhile cause. 

Five cents givèn freèly, for the sake of 
public .welfare, is worth more than' twentv- 
five given in the hope of. a free trip to Florida.

Let the Russian representatives come and 
a hearty welcome to them. Let them find out 
why we believe our system is right and let 
- them see the basic principles of our civili- 
zation which we arc so proud of.

All students are cautioned 
against playing for outside clubi 
during their college course. The 
following is a clause from the 
articles -of alliance between the 
Amateur Athletic union and the 
C.I.A.U. 

Section St— No atudent eligible 
to compete In any Intercollegiate 
contest shall represent a non- 
college club or organisation dur- 
ing the college term unless lib- 
erated by the members of the 
CJ.A.U. concerned. But this shall 
not be Interpreted to prevent a 
student from representing a non- 
college club during the- long 
vacation.. 

Violation of this rule renders 
the offender liable to suspension 
not only by the C.I.A.U. but also 
by the A.A.U. of Canada. 

If a student wishes to play for 
or represent a non-university 
team or club he must comply 
with the following regulations: 
1— Obtain from the manager and 
coach of the team concerned a 
written statement to the effect 
that his services will not bo re 
quired. 2— Apply- in writing to 
the director of the department 
retting forth In detail the reasons 
for tho application, 3— Appear in 
person before a regular meeting 
of the Students' Athletic Coun- 
cil. It the application is approved 
by the SAC it snail then be for- 
warded to the Athletic Board for 
ratification.
